The  Bonds  shall  be  in  the  form  set 
forth  in  and  othenwise  in  accordance  with  the  Indenture,  and  shall  be  executed  by  the 
manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Mayor  of  the  City  (the  "Mayor")  and  attested  by  the 
manual  or  facsimile  signature  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Board. 

Section  3.  Indenture.  The  Trust  Indenture  (the  "Indenture"),  by  and  between  the  City 
and  [Trustee],  as  Trustee,  in  the  form  presented  to  the  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with 
the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor,  the  Housing  Development  Director 
of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director")  or  any  Authorized  Representative  of  the 
City  (as  such  term  is  defined  in  the  Indenture)  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Indenture, 
approved  as  to  form  by  the  City  Attorney  of  the  City  (the  "City  Attorney"),  in  substantially 
said  form,  together  with  such  additions  thereto  and  changes  therein  as  the  City  Attorney  and 
Bond  Counsel  may  approve  or  recommend  in  accordance  with  Section  7  hereof.

The  approval  of  any 
modification,  addition  or  change  to  any  of  the  aforementioned  documents  shall  be  evidenced 
conclusively  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  document  in  question. 

Section  8.  Ratification.  All  actions  heretofore  taken  by  the  officers  and  agents  of  the 
City  with  respect  to  the  sale  and  issuance  of  the  Bonds  are  hereby  approved,  confirmed  and 
ratified. 

Section  9.  General  Authority.  The  proper  officers  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized

Resolution  supporting  Assembly  Bill  1831,  which  expands  California's  "Ban  the  Box" 
policy  for  state  and  public  employees  to  city  and  county  workers  statewide. 

WHEREAS,  existing  law  requires  the  hiring  practices  and  promotional  practices  of  a 
local  agency,  as  defined,  to  conform  to  the  Federal  Civil  Rights  Act  of  1964  and  prohibits  any 
local  agency  from,  as  a  part  of  its  hiring  practices  or  promotional  practices,  employing  any 
educational  prerequisites  or  testing  or  evaluation  methods,  which  are  not  job  related  unless 
there  is  no  adverse  effect;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  1831  (Dickinson),  recently  introduced  in  the 
California  Assembly,  would  prohibit  a  local  agency  from  inquiring  into  or  considering  the 
criminal  history  of  an  applicant  and  including  any  inquiry  about  criminal  history  on  any  initial 
employment  application;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  1831  would  authorize  a  local  agency  to  consider 
an  applicant's  criminal  history  after  the  applicant's  qualifications  have  been  screened  and  the 
agency  has  determined  the  applicant  meets  the  minimum  employment  requirements,  as 
stated  in  any  notice  issued  for  the  position;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  1831  would  not  apply  to  a  position  for  which  a 
local  agency  is  otherwise  required  by  law  to  conduct  a  criminal  history  background  check;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  Assembly  Bill  1831  would  also  express  a  legislative  finding  and 
declaration  that  reducing  barriers  to  employment  for  people  who  have  previously  offended, 
and  decreasing  unemployment  in  communities  with  concentrated  numbers  of  people  who 
have  previously  offended,  is  a  matter  of  statewide  concern;  and 
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WHEREAS,  All  cities  and  counties,  including  charter  cities  and  counties,  would  be 
subject  to  the  provisions  of  California  Assembly  Bill  1831;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  California  and  around  the  country,  qualified  job  applicants  often  are 
plagued  by  old  or  minor  convictions  and  are  discouraged  from  submitting  applications  for 
employment  because  a  check  box  on  job  applications  requires  disclosure  of  criminal  history 
information  that  often  leads  employers  to  dismiss  applicants  at  the  outset;  and 

WHEREAS,  People  of  color  are  disproportionally  impacted  by  criminal  background 
checks  In  employment,  which  is  why  the  U.S.  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  Commission 
(EEOC)  requires  employers  to  establish  a  strong  nexus  between  an  applicant's  chminal 
history  and  the  specific  duties  and  responsibilities  of  a  given  position;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  and  over  30  cities  and  counties  in 
the  United  States  removed  the  conviction  history  inquiry  from  initial  employment  applications 
in  public  employment  and  delayed  the  criminal  background  check  until  the  later  stages  of  the 
hiring  process;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2010,  California  became  the  sixth  state  to  do  so  when  the  State 
Personnel  Board  removed  the  question  from  employment  applications  for  state  level  positions 
in  public  service;  and 

WHEREAS,  Realignment  of  California's  criminal  justice  system,  as  described  in 
California  Assembly  Bill  109,  seeks  to  produce  budgetary  savings  by  reducing  recidivism  and 
promoting  rehabilitation;  and 

WHEREAS,  Employment  of  eligible  people  with  a  conviction  history  is  key  to  the 
success  of  the  realignment  strategy  at  a  local  level,  as  studies  show  that  stable  employment 
significantly  lowers  recidivism  and  promotes  public  safety;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  October  2005,  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  unanimously  adopted 
legislation  that  promoted  the  successful  integration  of  individuals  with  criminal  histories  and 
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initiated  the  removal  of  the  request  for  criminal  history  infonnation  in  the  initial  application 
process  for  public  employment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Reentry  Council  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  in  its 
Annual  Report,  identified  arrest  and  conviction  records  as  barriers  to  employment  and  it 
recommends  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco's  policy  on  criminal  background 
checks  should  be  extended  to  other  jurisdictions;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  6,  2012,  the  Reentry  Council  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  submitted  a  letter  urging  Mayor  Lee  and  the  San  Francisco  Board  of  Supervisors  to 
pass  a  resolution  in  support  of  California  Assembly  Bill  1 831 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  strongly  supports  California 
Assembly  Bill  1831  because  it  promotes  public  safety  by  reducing  unnecessary  barriers  to 
employment  for  nearly  seven  million  adults  in  California  wWh  criminal  records;  now,  therefore, 
be  it

between  the  City,  through  its  Port  Commission,  and  the  America's  Cup  Event 
Authority,  LLC  (Event  Authority),  which  also  amends  the  Host  Agreement;  approving  a 
Memorandum  of  Agreement  regarding  the  City's  and  the  Event  Authority's  respective 
obligations  for  certain  mitigation  measures  in  the  MMRP  and  other  project-related 
activities;  and  authorizing  further  actions  and  ratifying  prior  actions  consistent  with  the 
terms  of  this  Resolution. 


WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  finds  as 
follows: 

(a)  In  February  2010,  BMW  Oracle  Racing,  sailing  for  the  Golden  Gate  Yacht  Club 
(together,  the  "Team"),  won  the  33rd  America's  Cup  in  Valencia,  Spain;  and, 

(b)  The  Team,  as  Defenders  of  the  America's  Cup,  has  the  right  and  duty  to  organize 
and  hold  the  34th  America's  Cup  sailing  regatta,  and  has  created  the  America's  Cup  Event 
Authority  LLC  (the  "Event  Authority")  for  such  purpose;  and, 

(c)  Over  the  course  of  2010  the  Event  Authority  on  behalf  of  the  Team  and  the  City 
negotiated  the  terms  of  a  bid  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  to  be  the 
host  city  for  the  34*^  America's  Cup  (the  "Match"),  the  Louis  Vuitton  Cup  Challenger  Series, 
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and  certain  related  regattas  in  2012  and  201,3  (together,  the  "Event");  and, 

(d)  In  furtherance  of  those  negotiations,  supporters  of  bringing  the  Event  to 
San  Francisco  established  the  America's  Cup  Organizing  Committee  (the  "ACOC"),  a 
nonprofit  public  benefit  corporation  which  includes  civic  and  corporate  leaders  from 
throughout  the  Bay  Area,  California  and  the  nation,  as  well  as  a  bipartisan  honorary 
committee  including  elected  and  appointed  representatives  from  our  local,  state  and  federal

(e)  On  December  14,  2010,  by  its  Resolution  No.  585-10,  the  Board  of  Supervisors 
approved  the  terms  of  a  34th  America's  Cup  Host  and  Venue  Agreement  (subject  to  further 
addition,  amendment  or  modification  under  certain  conditions)  and  other  aspects  of  the  City's 
bid  to  host  the  Event  (the  "Host  Agreement");  and, 

(f)  As  approved  under  Resolution  No.  585-10,  the  Host  Agreement  contemplated: 

(i)  The  Event  Authority,  the  City  and  the  ACOC  as  signatories  to  the  agreement; 

(ii)  A  number  of  commitments  by  ACOC  in  support  of  the  host  city  bid,  including 
but  not  limited  to  a  fundraising  program  of  $32  million  over  three  years,  the  proceeds  of 
which  are  to  be  provided  to  the  City  to  defray  a  portion  of  the  City  costs  of  hosting  the 
Event; 

(iii)  sole  source  negotiations  between  the  City  (acting  through  the  Port 
Commission  (the  "Port")  and  other  relevant  City  agencies)  and  the  Event  Authority  for 
venue  leases  and  other  agreements  to  use  City  property  needed  for  the  Event;

(vi)  in  exchange  for  a  $55  million  pre-Match  investment,  an  agreement  by  the 
City  to  grant  the  long-term  development  rights  to  Piers  30-32  and  Seawall  Lot  330  on  a 
sole  source  basis  to  the  Event  Authority;  and, 

(vii)  in  exchange  for  substructure  and  infrastructure  improvements  above 
$55  million,  an  agreement  to  reimburse  the  Event  Authority  through  long-term 
development  rights  to  Port  venues  on  a  sole  source  basis,  together  with  proceeds  of 
property  tax  increment  from  infrastructure  financing  districts  associated  with  the  future 
development  of  Piers  30-32  and  Seawall  Lot  330  and  other  funding  sources,  all  subject 
to  the  terms  and  conditions  of  the  Host  Agreement,  including  future  development 
project-specific  environmental  review  under  CEQA  and  future  approvals  by  the  Port 
Commission  and  Board  of  Supervisors,  among  other  agencies;  and, 

(g)  In  addition  to  approving  the  terms  of  a  Host  Agreement,  in  adopting  Resolution 
No.  585-10  the  Board  of  Supervisors  made  the  following  findings: 

(i)  In  response  to  identified  negative  financial  impacts  to  the  Port  that  could 
result  from  hosting  the  Event,  Resolution  No.  585-10  referenced  a  range  of  potential 
solutions,  including  using  Charter  Section  B7.320  to  offset  race-related,  net  short-term 
rent  reductions  to  the  Port,  financing  certain  City  costs  to  prepare  venues  for  the  Event 
with  City  certificates  of  participation,  and  City  financing  for  waterfront  improvements  to 
offset  reductions  in  the  Port's  revenue  bond  capacity,  subject  to  the  review  and 
approval  of  the  City's  Capital  Planning  Committee,  the  Mayor  and  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors,  as  applicable; 

(ii)  In  Resolution  No.  585-10  the  Board  of  Supervisors  found  that  hosting  the 
34th  America's  Cup  in  San  Francisco  would  generate  significant  public  benefits  for  the 
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City  including:  (1)  the  repair,  improvement  and  productive  reuse  of  certain  City  piers 
along  the  City's  waterfront  that  are  currently  in  a  state  of  disrepair;  (2)  the  generation  of 
significant  new  jobs  and  economic  development  in  a  very  short  period  of  time;  and 
(3)  new  opportunities  for  people  to  access,  view  and  enjoy  the  San  Francisco  Bay  as 
part  of  an  extraordinary  showcase  for  the  Bay  to  the  world;  and, 

(iii)  In  Resolution  No.  585-10  the  Board  of  Supervisors  found  that  the  plan  to 
undertake  and  implement  the  Event  is  fiscally  feasible  and  responsible  under  San 
Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  29;  and, 

(h)  On  December  31 ,  2010  the  Team  selected  San  Francisco  as  the  host  city  for  the 
Event,  subject  to  execution  of  the  Host  Agreement  by  the  City,  the  Event  Authority  and  ACOC. 
reflecting  the  terms  negotiated  by  the  parties  within  the  authorization  provided  by 
Resolution  No.  585-10;  and, 

(i)  The  executed  Host  Agreement  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No. 101259;  and, 

(j)  As  contemplated  by  the  Host  Agreement,  the  Event  Authority  and  the  City,  acting 
through  the  Planning  Department,  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  the  Office  of  Economic  and 
Workforce  Development,  and  with  the  cooperation  of  numerous  other  City  agencies,  have 
together  undertaken  a  planning  and  environmental  review  process  for  the  Event  and  provided 
for  appropriate  public  hearings  before  the  Planning  Commission,  the  Port  Commission  and 
other  City  commissions  with  an  Event  implementation  role;  and, 

(k)  In  conjunction  with  the  planning  and  environmental  review  process  Port  and  City 
staff  have  negotiated  a  more  detailed  and  consolidated  plan  for  the  Authority's  use  of  Port 
venues  for  the  Event,  including  construction  of  Event-related  improvements  to  City  property 
without  a  City  obligation  to  provide  long-term  development  rights  to  the  Event  Authority,  and 
have  proposed  to  the  Event  Authority  indemnification  and  insurance  obligations  and 
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limitations  of  liability  under  the  new  plan,  all  as  set  forth  in  a  Lease  Disposition  Agreement 
between  the  City,  through  its  Port,  and  the  Event  Authority  (the  "LDA"),  with  which  the  Event 
Authority  and  the  City  intend,  upon  consent  of  ACOC,  to  replace  and  supersede  Sections  5,  6, 
15,  17.4  and  17.5  (relating  to  Venues,  Event  Authority  improvements  to  City  property, 
indemnification  obligations  and  limitations  on  liability),  delete  Section  7  (relating  to  long-term 
development  rights)  and  amend  certain  other  provisions  of  the  Host  Agreement;  and, 

(I)  On  July  1 1 ,  201 1 ,  the  Planning  Department  published  a  Draft  Environmental  Impact 
Report  (the  "Draft  EIR")  for  the  contemplated  Project,  including  a  conceptual  analysis  of 
potential  long-term  development  on  Port  lands  then  contemplated  under  the  Host  Agreement 
(the  "Project"),  for  public  review  and  accepted  public  comments  for  a  45-day  comment  period; 
and, 

(m)  On  August  11,  2011,  the  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  on  the  Draft 
EIR;  and, 

(n)  On  December  1,  2011,  the  Planning  Department  issued  a  document  that  set  forth 
public  comments  to  the  Draft  EIR  and  official  responses  (the  "Comments  and  Responses 
document")  which,  together  with  the  Draft  EIR  comprises  the  Final  Environmental  Impact 
Report  ("Final  EIR");  and, 

(o)  The  Comments  and  Responses  document  included  analysis  of  a  "Project  Variant" 
for  the  America's  Cup  Project,  based  on  Project  changes  and  improvements  developed  in 
response  to  public  comments  and  further  event  planning  which  reduced  environmental 
impacts  as  well  as  new,  additional  mitigation  measures  which  reduced  or  avoided 
environmental  impacts  that  were  described  in  the  Draft  EIR,  as  well  as  analysis  of  a  "Reduced 
Intensity  AC34  and  Long  Term  Development  Sub-Alternative"  that  provided  more  specific 
information  about  long-term  development;  and, 

(p)  On  December  15,  201 1,  the  Planning  Commission  held  a  public  hearing  and,  by 
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Motion  No.  18514  adopted  by  a  unanimous  vote  of  those  Commissioners  present,  certified  the 
Final  EIR  as  accurate,  adequate,  and  complete;  and, 

(q)  A  copy  of  Planning  Commission  Motion  18514  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120127  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set 
forth;  and, 

(r)  On  December  16,  201 1 ,  the  Port  Commission  by  unanimous  vote  approved  its 
Resolution  Nos.  1 1-79  and  1 1-80  (the  "Port  Resolutions"),  which  adopted  CEQA  findings — 
including  a  Statement  of  Overriding  Considerations  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting 
Program  (the  "MMRP")— (the  "CEQA  Findings")  and  approved  certain  aspects  of  the  AC34 
event  plans,  including  the  initially  proposed  Disposition  and  Development  Agreement 

(s)  Copies  of  the  Port  Resolutions,  including  the  Port  CEQA  Findings  and  the  MMRP, 
are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120127;  and, 

(t)  Two  appeals  were  filed  timely  challenging  the  Planning  Commission's  certification 
action.  At  its  hearing  on  January  24,  2012,  the  Board  of  Supervisors  denied  the  appeals  by  its 
Motion  M12-011,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File  No.  120127  and 
incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth;  and, 

(u)  The  Project  has  evolved  throughout  the  environmental  review  process  and  public 
review  process,  and  has  led  to  a  revised  project  that  reduces  the  number  of  Event  venue 
sites,  and  eliminates  all  long-term  development  sites  as  described  in  this  Resolution,  and, 
after  review  of  these  modifications,  the  Environmental  Planning  Division  of  the  San  Francisco 
Planning  Department  issued  a  Note  to  File  regarding  Changes  to  the  Final  EIR  ("Note  to 
File"),  dated  March  20,  2012.  The  Note  to  File  describes  the  potential  environmental  effects 
of  the  proposed  modifications  compared  to  the  impacts  identified  in  the  EIR,  and 
demonstrates  that  the  proposed  modifications  would  not  result  in  any  new  significant 
environmental  impacts  or  a  substantial  increase  in  the  severity  of  previously  identified 
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environmental  effects  and  would  not  require  any  new  mitigation  measures;  and, 

(v)  The  more  detailed  event  plan  referenced  above  includes  an  increase  in  event  stage 
seating  at  Piers  27-29.  The  City  and  the  Event  Authority  will  continue  to  collaborate  with  each 
other  and  the  community  to  determine  appropriate  conditions  regarding  the  use  of  such 
space,  including  the  number  of  events,  time  and  noise  restrictions,  and  opportunities  for 
neighborhood  arts  groups  to  use  the  facilities;  and, 

(w)  The  Board  has  reviewed  and  considered  the  information  contained  in  the  Final 
EIR,  the  Note  to  File,  all  written  and  oral  information  provided  by  the  Planning  Department,  the 
public,  relevant  public  agencies  and  the  administrative  files  for  the  Project  and  the  Final  EIR; 
and, 

(x)  The  Project  and  EIR  files  have  been  made  available  for  review  by  the  Board  and  the 
public,  those  files  are  part  of  the  record  before  the  Board,  and  the  Planning  Department,  Linda 
Avery,  is  the  custodian  of  records,  located  in  Case  Number  2010. 0493E,  and  those  files  are 
part  of  the  record  before  this  Board;  and, 

(y)  City  staff  has  prepared  proposed  findings,  as  required  by  CEQA  ("CEQA  Findings"), 
which  are  attached  to  this  resolution  as  Attachment  A,  and  a  Mitigation  Measure  and 
Reporting  Program  ("MMRP"),  which  is  attached  to  this  resolution  as  Attachments  B-1  and  B- 
2  and  these  Board  CEQA  Findings  and  the  MMRP  were  made  available  to  the  public  and  the 
Board  for  the  Board's  review,  consideration  and  action;  and, 

(z)  By  its  terms  the  LDA,  if  accepted  by  the  Event  Authority  and  ACOC,  replaces 
Sections  5,  6,  15,  17.4  and  17.5  of  the  Host  Agreement  in  their  entirety,  deletes  Section  7, 
and  adds  Section  2.4,  giving  the  Event  Authority  the  right  to  terminate  the  Host  Agreement  if  it 
terminates  the  LDA,  and  Section  2.5,  incorporating  into  the  Host  Agreement  a  Memorandum 
of  Agreement  regarding  the  City's  and  the  Event  Authority's  respective  obligations  for  "Project 
Sponsor"  mitigation  measures  in  the  MMRP  (the  "Mitigation  Measure  MOA");  and. 
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(aa)  The  proposed  LDA  amends  the  Host  Agreement's  financial  structure,  creating  a 
new  structure  where  the  Port  finances  and,  where  possible,  performs  Event-related 
infrastructure  improvements  to  its  property;  and, 

(bb)  Under  Section  9.4  of  the  Host  Agreement,  the  ACOC  agreed  to  endeavor  to  raise 
up  to  $32  million  over  a  three  year  period  from  private  sources  to  reimburse  the  City  for  a 
portion  of  the  City's  costs  in  meeting  its  obligations  under  the  Host  Agreement,  such  as  the 
costs  of  environmental  review  and  the  provision  of  adequate  operational  resources  as  set 
forth  in  the  Implementation  Plans  (as  such  term  is  defined  below).   Section  9.4  established 
fundraising  targets  for  the  ACOC  of  $12  million  in  year  one  ending  seven  working  days  after 
completion  of  environmental  review  under  CEQA,  and  $10  million  each  in  years  two  and 
three;  and, 

(cc)  The  Controller's  Office  has  issued  a  Memorandum  to  the  President  of  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  dated  February  6,  2012,  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  in  File 
No.  120127  and  is  incorporated  herein  by  reference  as  though  fully  set  forth,  reporting  on  the 
Controller's  independent  evaluation  of  ACOC's  progress  towards  its  year  one  fundraising  goal 
of  $12  million,  in  which  the  Controller  concludes  that  the  ACOC  has  obtained  written  pledges, 
letters,  and  agreements  totaling  $12  million  payable  to  the  ACOC  over  the  coming  three 
years,  and  that  ACOC  will  be  in  financial  position  to  make  a  payment  to  the  City  of 
approximately  $8  million  net  of  ACOC  expenses,  absent  additional  fundraising;  and, 

(dd)  The  ACOC  has  negotiated  and  will  enter  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with 
the  City  regarding  the  transfer  of  fundraising  proceeds  to  the  City,  which  documents  ACOC's 
commitments  to  reimburse  the  City  for  all  Fiscal  Year  2011-2012  Event-related  operational 
costs  and  demonstrate  receipts  of  $12  million  by  June  30,  2012;  and, 

(ee)  Under  Section  9.3  of  the  Host  Agreement,  the  ACOC  agreed  to  provide  to  the 
Event  Authority  an  irrevocable  letter  of  credit,  or  other  financial  guarantee  issued  by  a  surety, 
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in  form  and  by  an  issuer  acceptable  to  the  Authority  in  the  amount  of  $32  million  to  provide 
compensation  to  the  Authority  if  either  the  City  or  the  ACOC  fails  to  perform  its  obligations 
under  the  Host  Agreement.  The  ACOC  and  the  Event  Authority  are  in  discussions  on  the 
form  this  security  will  take  to  satisfy  this  obligation;  and, 

(ff)  Section  2  of  the  Host  Agreement  includes  a  number  of  termination  rights  for  the 
parties,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  City's  right  to  determine  not  to  proceed  with  the  Event 
based  on  the  information  generated  by  the  environmental  review  process,  the  City's  right  to 
terminate  if  the  ACOC  fails  to  meet  its  year  one  fundraising  target  of  $12  million  by  the  date 
that  is  seven  working  days  after  the  completion  of  the  CEQA  process,  and  the  Event 
Authority's  right  to  terminate  if  the  ACOC  fails  to  provide  security  in  the  amount  of  $32  million 
to  the  Authority  to  compensate  the  Authority  for  any  failure  by  either  the  City  or  the  ACOC  to 
perform  is  obligations  under  the  Host  Agreement;  and, 

(gg)  The  proposed  LDA  includes  as  a  condition  precedent  that  all  termination  rights 
under  Article  2  of  the  Host  Agreement,  except  under  Section  2.4,  have  expired  or  have  been 
waived;  and, 

(hh)  The  Host  Agreement  called  for  the  submission  of  the  following  implementation 
plans  on  or  before  the  seventh  day  after  completion  of  the  CEQA  process:  People  Plan, 
Security  Plan,  Waste  Management  Plan  (now  known  as  the  Zero  Waste  Plan),  Youth 
Involvement  Plan,  Workforce  Development  Plan,  Ambush  Marketing  Plan,  Advertising  Plan, 
Water  and  Air  Traffic  Plan,  and  LEED  Plan  (now  known  as  the  Sustainability  Plan),  copies  of 
which  are  on  file  in  File  No.  120127  (together,  the  "Implementation  Plans")  and  will  be 
attached  to  and  made  a  part  of  the  Host  Agreement;  and, 

(ii)  On  March  20,  2012,  a  revised  Workforce  Development  Plan  and  a  revised 
Mitigation  Measure  MOA  reflective  of  the  revised  Event  strategy  were  submitted  to  File  No. 
120127,  which  documents  will  replace  the  original  Workforce  Development  Plan  and

(jj)  Such  revised  Workforce  Development  Plan  adopts  the  City's  Local  Hiring  Policy  for 
Construction  under  Section  6.22(G)  of  the  Administrative  Code  for  all  Event-related

(c)  The  Event  Authority  and  the  City  must  agree  on  reciprocal  limitations  on  liability  and 
grant  releases  to  each  other  that  protect  the  General  Fund  and  the  Port  Harbor  Fund  from 
exposure  under  the  Host  Agreement,  the  LDA.  the  Venue  Leases  and  Venue  Licenses,  and 
any  other  permit  or  contract  under  which  the  Event  Authority  v^ill  occupy  and  use  City 
property,  by  limiting  each  party's  liability  to  the  other  party  to  the  amount  of  available  proceeds 
of  insurance  plus  the  available  proceeds  under  security  given  by  either  party  for  its  obligations

(d)  The  Event  Authority  must  provide  a  guaranty  or  other  security  for  its  obligations 
under  the  Host  Agreement  in  form  and  substance  approved  by  the  City's  Risk  Manager  and

Resolution  of  Intention  to  establish  Infrastructure  Financing  District  No.  2  for  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  at  the  Port  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  California  Statutes  of  1968,  Chapter  1333  (the  "Burton  Act")  and  the 
San  Francisco  Charter  Section  4.1 14  and  B3.581  empower  the  San  Francisco  Port 
Commission  with  the  power  and  duty  to  use,  conduct,  operate,  maintain,  manage, 
regulate  and  control  the  lands  within  Port  Commission  jurisdiction;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  Government  Code  Sections  53395  et  seq.  (IFD  Law),  this 
Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to  establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  and 
to  act  as  the  legislative  body  for  an  infrastructure  financing  district;  and, 

WHEREAS,  More  specifically,  this  Board  of  Supervisors  is  authorized  to 
establish  a  "waterfront  district"  under  Section  53395.8  of  the  IFD  Law,  including  (i)  a 
waterfront  district  for  65  acres  of  waterfront  land  in  the  area  near  Pier  70  (a  "Pier  70 
district")  for  which  there  is  a  "Pier  70  enhanced  financing  plan"  and  (ii)  a  waterfront 
district  created  as  a  "special  waterfront  district"  and  a  "Port  America's  Cup  district" 
under  Section  53395.81;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  Section  53395.8  of  the  IFD  Law,  a  waterfront  district 
may  be  divided  into  project  areas;  and 

WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  wishes  to  establish  a  waterfront  district 
as  described  and  for  the  purposes  specified  in  this  Resolution;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  as  follows: 
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1 .  Authority.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  proposes  to  conduct  proceedings  to 
establish  an  infrastructure  financing  district  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law,  which  district  shall 
constitute  a  waterfront  district.  The  waterfront  district  shall  include  project  areas  as 

identified  by  this  Board  of  Supervisors  from  time  to  time,  one  of  which  is 
intended  to  constitute  a  Pier  70  district  (at  the  time  authorized  by  the  IFD  Law)  and  one 
or  more  of  which  may  constitute  special  waterfront  districts;  and, 

2.  Name  of  IFD.  The  name  proposed  for  the  infrastructure  financing  district  is 
"City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Infrastructure  Financing  District  (IFD)  No.  2  (Port  of 
San  Francisco)".  The  names  of  the  initial  proposed  project  areas  are: 

a.  Project  Area  A  (Seawall  Lot  330).  Project  Area  A  shall  be  a  special 
waterfront  district  and  a  Port  America's  Cup  district. 

b.  Project  Area  B  (Piers  30-32).  Project  Area  B  shall  be  a  special  waterfront 
district  and  a  Port  America's  Cup  district. 

c.  Project  Area  C  (Pier  28).  Project  Area  C  shall  be  a  special  waterfront 
district  and  a  Port  America's  Cup  district. 

d.  Project  Area  D  (Pier  26).  Project  Area  D  shall  be  a  special  waterfront 
district  and  a  Port  America's  Cup  district. 

 Project  Area  E  (Soawaii  Lot  351).  Project  Area  E  shall  be  a  watorfront 

district 

e^.  Project  Area  F  (Soawall  Lot  337).  Project  Area  F  shall  bo  a  watorfront 

district 

efg.    Project  Area  G  (Pier  48).  Project  Area  G  shall  be  a  waterfront  district. 
Igk.   Project  Area  H  (Pier  70).  Project  Area  H  is  expected  to  be  a  Pier  70  district 
and  may  not  be  subject  to  a  Pier  70  enhanced  financing  plan  prior  to  January  1 ,  2014.

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g^^.    Project  Area  I  (Rincon  Point-South  Point  Project  Area).  Unless  the  IFD 
Law  is  amended  to  permit  venues  within  the  Rincon  Point-South  Beach  Project  Area  of 
the  Redevelopment  Agency  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  be  included  in 
a  special  waterfront  district,  Project  Area  I  shall  not  constitute  a  special  waterfront 
district. 

The  City  intends  to  establish  additional  project  areas  from  time  to  time  in  compliance 
with  the  IFD  Law. 

3.  Boundaries  Described.  The  proposed  boundaries  of  the  IFD,  including  the 
boundaries  of  the  initial  project  areas  within  the  IFD,  are  as  shown  on  the  map  of  the 
IFD  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors,  which  boundaries  are  hereby 
preliminarily  approved  and  to  which  map  reference  is  hereby  made  for  further 
particulars. 

4.  Facilities.  The  type  of  public  facilities  proposed  to  be  financed  by  the  IFD 
and  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law  shall  consist  of  those  listed  as  facilities  on  Exhibit  A 
hereto  and  hereby  incorporated  in  this  Resolution  (Facilities).  The  Board  of  Supervisors 
hereby  authorizes  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  of  San  Francisco  and  any 
designee  of  such  official  to  execute  one  or  more  agreements  to  acquire  Facilities 
financed  by  the  IFD,  which  agreement(s)  may  provide  for  the  acquisition  of  discrete 
portions  or  phases  of  facilities. 

5.  Incremental  Property  Tax  Revenue.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
declares  that,  pursuant  to  the  IFD  Law,  the  IFD  will  use  incremental  property  tax 
revenue  from  the  City  but  none  of  the  other  affected  taxing  entities  within  the  IFD 
(except  to  the  extent  permitted  by  Section  53395.8(h)  of  the  IFD  Law)  to  finance  the 
Facilities. 
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6.  Infrastructure  Financing  Plan.  The  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  of  San 
Francisco  is  hereby  directed  to  prepare  an  infrastructure  financing  plan  (Infrastructure 
Financing  Plan)  for  this  Board  of  Supervisors  that  complies  with  the  requirements  of 
the  IFD  Law.  The  Infrastructure  Financing  Plan  shall  be  a  special  waterfront  district 
enhanced  financing  plan,  as  defined  in  the  IFD  Law,  with  respect  to  Project  Areas  A,  B, 
C  and  D.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  reserves  the  right  to  establish  enhanced  financing 
plans  in  the  future  with  respect  to  other  project  areas  within  the  IFD.  To  the  extent 
required  by  the  IFD  Law,  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port  shall  cause  the 
Infrastructure  Financing  Plan  to  be  sent  to  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Department  and 
to  this  Board. 

7.  Public  Hearing.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  will  conduct  a  public  hearing 
on  the  proposed  establishment  of  the  IFD  in  the  Board  of  Supervisors  Chambers,  1  Dr. 
Carlton  B.  Goodlett  Place,  City  Hall,  San  Francisco,  California,  on  a  date  to  be 
established  by  the  Executive  Director  of  the  Port,  in  consultation  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
Board  of  Supervisors. 

8.  Notice  of  Public  Hearing.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  is  hereby 
directed  to  cause  notice  of  the  public  hearing  to  be  published  not  less  than  once  a 
week  for  four  successive  weeks  in  a  newspaper  designated  by  this  Board  of 
Supervisors  for  the  publication  of  official  notices  in  the  City.  The  notice  shall  state  that 
the  IFD  will  be  used  to  finance  Facilities,  briefly  describe  the  Facilities  and  the 
proposed  financial  arrangements,  including  the  proposed  commitment  of  incremental 
tax  revenue,  deschbe  the  boundaries  of  the  proposed  IFD  and  state  the  day,  hour,  and 
place  when  and  where  any  persons  having  any  objections  to  the  proposed 
Infrastructure  Financing  Plan,  or  the  regularity  of  any  of  the  prior  proceedings,  may 
appear  before  this  Board  of  Supervisors  and  object  to  the  adoption  of  the  proposed 
Infrastructure  Financing  Plan  by  this  Board. 
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9.  Further  Action.  The  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  and  all  other  officers 
and  agents  of  the  City  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  take  all  actions  necessary 
or  advisable  to  give  effect  to  the  transactions  contemplated  by  this  Resolution. 

10.  No  Obligation.  This  Resolution  shall  in  no  way  obligate  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  establish  the  IFD.  The  establishment  of  the  IFD,  including  the  project 
areas  described  above,  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  this  Board  of  Supervisors  by 
ordinance  following  the  holding  of  the  public  hearing  referred  to  above.

WHEREAS,  The  grant  does  not  create  any  new  positions  and  will  not  require  an 
amendment  to  the  Annual  Salary  Ordinance;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  waives  inclusion  of  indirect  costs 
as  part  of  this  grant  budget;  and  be  it

WHEREAS,  The  Trust  Agreement  provides  for  the  issuance  of  additional  Certificates  of 
Participation  to  provide  funds  for  additional  capital  projects  of  the  City,  by  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  a  supplement  to  the  Trust  Agreement,  and  authorizes  the  principal  and  interest 
with  respect  to  said  Certificates  of  Participation  to  be  secured  by  a  supplemental  Property 
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Lease  and  to  be  paid  from  amounts  paid  by  the  City  under  a  supplemental  Project  Lease;

WHEREAS,  Pursuant  to  the  authority  granted  under  the  2009  Ordinance  and  the  Trust 
Agreement,  two  prior  series  of  Certificates  of  Participation  have  been  issued  and  delivered  by 
the  City  for  the  purpose  of  financing  the  acquisition,  construction  and  installation  of  certain 
City  improvements,  including  improvements  on  City  streets;  and, 

WHEREAS,  By  adoption  of  Ordinance  No.  264-10  passed  on  October  26,  2010,  and 
approved  by  the  Mayor  of  the  City  on  November  5,  2010  (the  "Ordinance"),  the  Board  has 
authorized  the  issuance  pursuant  to  the  Trust  Agreement  of  one  or  more  series  of  additional 
Certificates  of  Participation  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  of  not  to  exceed  $48,000,000  (as 
further  defined  herein,  the  "2012  Certificates")  to  provide  funds  to  finance  the  acquisition, 
construction  and  installation  of  additional  improvements  on  City  streets  and  also  to  provide  for 
various  disability  access  improvement  projects  (the  "2012  Project");  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  has  approved  the  execution  and  delivery  of  supplements  to  the 
Trust  Agreement,  Property  Lease  and  Project  Lease  and  other  documents  relating  thereto, 
and  has  authorized  and  directed  the  Director  of  the  Office  of  Public  Finance  (the  "Director  of

WHEREAS,  The  provisions  of  the  SFMTA  Resolution  and  the  Financing  Documents  do 
not  conflict  with  the  requirements  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  By  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  Revenue  Bonds.  The  issuance  by  the  Board 
of  Directors  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  for  the  purposes  of  acquiring,  constructing, 
improving  and  developing  facilities  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  SFMTA,  as  well  as  refinancing 
the  Prior  Bonds,  paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs,  is  hereby  approved  as 
required  by  Section  43.13.4  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance;  provided  however  (i)  the  SFMTA 
Revenue  Bonds  issued  for  new  money  purposes  shall  mature  on  a  date  not  more  than  30 
years  from  their  date  of  issuance,  (ii)  SFMTA  Refunding  Revenue  Bonds  shall  not  be  issued 
to  refund  the  Prior  Bonds  unless  the  SFMTA  achieves  at  least  an  aggregate  3%  present  value 
savings  on  a  true  interest  cost  basis.  The  total  principal  amount  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue 
Bonds  shall  not  exceed  $80,000,000. 

Section  3.  No  Conflicts  with  Procedural  Ordinance.  The  Revenue  Bonds  shall  be 
issued  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  Financing  Documents  as  each  shall  be  approved  as  to 
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form  by  the  City  Attorney,  which  approval  shall  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  signature  of 
the  City  Attorney  on  each  such  agreement;  provided,  that  the  terms  of  the  Financing 
Documents  shall  not  conflict  with  the  requirements  of  the  Procedural  Ordinance. 

Section  4.  Maximum  Interest  Rate.  Pursuant  to  Section  43.13.4(b)  of  the 
Procedural  Ordinance,  the  maximum  interest  rate  for  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds  shall  not 
exceed  12%  per  annum. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  the  Indenture  and  Authorization  of  Selection  of  the  Trustee. 
The  forms  of  an  indenture  of  trust  and  a  first  supplement  to  indenture  of  trust  (collectively,  the 
"Indenture")  each  between  the  SFMTA  and  a  trustee  selected  by  the  Director  of 
Transportation  of  the  SFMTA  or  her/his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Director"),  copies  of  which 
are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No,  111341,  are  hereby  approved,  with  such  i 
changes,  additions,  and  modifications  as  the  Director,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney, 
may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  9  hereof. 

Section  6.  Approval  of  Bond  Purchase  Contract  relating  to  the  Bonds.  The  form  of  a 
bond  purchase  contract  relating  to  the  Bonds  (the  '  Bond  Purchase  Contract"),  a  copy  of  which 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  111341,  is  hereby  approved,  with  such 
changes,  additions,  and  modifications  as  the  Director  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance 
with  Section  9  hereof;  provided  however  that  the  compensation  payable  to  the  underwriters 
shall  not  exceed  .6%  of  the  par  amount  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  7.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The  form 
of  official  statement  relating  to  the  Bonds  (the  "Official  Statement"),  a  draft  copy  of  which  is  on 
file  in  preliminary  form  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under  File  No.  111341.  is  hereby  approved, 
with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director,  in  consultation  with  the  City 
Attorney,  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  9  hereof  The  Board's  approval  of 
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the  Official  Statement  hereby  is  subject  in  all  respects  to  approval  of  the  substantially  final 
document  by  the  SFMTA  prior  to  its  distribution  and  release  to  potential  investors. 

Section  8.  Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a  Continuing 
Disclosure  Certificate  of  the  City,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  under 
File  No.  111341.  is  hereby  approved,  with  such  changes,  additions,  and  modifications  as  the 
Director,  in  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with 
Section  9  hereof. 

Section  9.  Modifications.  Changes  and  Additions:  Additional  Agreements.  The 
approvals  contained  herein  shall  extend  to  any  changes,  modifications  or  amendments  to  the 
Indenture,  the  Bond  Purchase  Contract,  the  Official  Statement,  the  Continuing  Disclosure 
Certificate  (collectively,  the  "Financing  Documents")  and  all  agreements  of  the  Board  of 
Directors  supplemental  thereto,  as  well  as  to  such  additional  agreements  as  the  Board  of 
Directors  may  adopt  or  the  SFMTA  may  execute  for  the  purpose  of  implementing  the 
issuance,  sale  and  delivery  of  the  SFMTA  Revenue  Bonds.  The  Director's  approval  of  such 
modifications,  changes  or  additions,  made  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney,  shall  be 
conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  by  the  Director  of  the  Financing 
Documents.  In  connection  with  the  authorization  to  issue  bonds  hereunder,  the  SFMTA  and 
the  Controller  shall  within  six  months  of  the  issuance  of  the  SFMTA's  revenue  bonds  prepare 
a  report  evaluating  the  costs  and  benefits  of  (a)  using  outside  financial  advisory  services,  (b) 
using  in-house  City  debt  management  staff,  and  (c)  SFMTA's  initial  revenue  bond  issuance^ 

Section  10.  Modification  of  Financial  Covenants.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the 
contrary  in  this  resolution,  the  Director,  with  the  advice  of  the  financial  advisors  to  the  SFMTA 
and  upon  consultation  with  the  Controller  and  the  City  Attorney,  may  modify  the  financial 
covenants  set  forth  in  the  Financial  Documents,  including  but  not  limited  to  budget  and 
revenue  covenants,  additional  debt  covenants  and  the  definition  of  "Pledged  Revenues"  to  the 
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extent  such  revisions  are  deemed  necessary  or  desirable  by  the  Director  for  the  issuance  of 
the  Bonds  based  on  advice  from  the  SFMTA's  financial  advisors,  upon  consultation  with  the 
Controller  and  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  1 1 .  CEQA.  This  Board  makes  the  follov^ing  finding  in  compliance  with  the 
California  Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  California  Public  Resources  Code  Sections 
21000  et  seq.,  the  CEQA  Guidelines,  15  Cal.  Administrative  Code  Sections  15000  et  seq., 
(CEQA  Guidelines),  and  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  Chapter  31  (Chapter  31);  based

WHEREAS,  The  City  maintains  and  operates  real  property  located  in  Golden  Gate 
Park  known  as  the  "San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden,"  which  features  more  than  8,000 
different  kinds  of  plants  from  around  the  world  on  55  acres;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden  Society  (SFBGS)  is  a  non-profit 
entity  that  has  actively  supported  the  San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden  since  1955,  operating 
in  partnership  with  the  San  Francisco  Recreation  &  Park  Department  (RDP);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  fundamental  purpose  of  the  Nursery:  Center  for  Sustainable 
Gardening  (Nursery)  is  to  replace  the  San  Francisco  Botanical  Garden's  existing  nursery 
facilities,  which  were  built  many  years  ago  and  currently  provide  extremely  substandard 
working  conditions  for  the  dedicated  Botanical  Garden  employees,  SFBG  employees,  and 
volunteers  who  spend  many  hours  there  each  week;  and 

WHEREAS,  Through  a  series  of  community  meetings  and  other  opportunities  for  public 
input,  a  conceptual  plan  for  the  Nursery,  targeted  for  LEED  Platinum  certification  was

Resolution  supporting  the  California  Homeowner  Bill  of  Rights;  urging  City  and  County 
officials  and  departments  to  protect  homeowners  from  unlawful  foreclosures;  and 
urging  City  contractors  and  all  mortgage  and  banking  institutions  to  suspend 
foreclosure  activities  and  related  auctions  and  evictions  until  State  and  Federal 
measures  to  protect  homeowners  from  unfair  and  unlawful  practices  and  provisions  for 
principal  reductions  are  in  place. 


WHEREAS,  The  United  States  Department  of  Justice  (DOJ)  recently  entered  into  a 
$26  billion  settlement  agreement  with  five  major  banks,  including  San  Francisco-based  Wells 
Fargo,  over  findings  of  misconduct  in  foreclosure  activities  serving  as  a  first  step  towards 
ensuring  broader  investigation,  due  process,  principal  reduction,  and  more  comprehensive 
restitution  for  borrowers  who  have  lost  their  homes  unjustly;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  light  of  mounting  investigations  into  alleged  malfeasance  by  banking 
institutions  and  mortgage  and  trustee  companies,  state  legislators  have  introduced  a  package 
of  bills  known  as  the  California  Homeowner  Bill  of  Rights,  as  encompassed  in  Senate  Bills 
1470,  1471,  1472,  and  1473,  to  help  protect  homeowners  from  unlawful  foreclosure  actions 
and  ensure  due  process  and  accountability  from  the  mortgage  industry;  and 

WHEREAS,  Despite  the  DOJ  settlement,  and  mounting  evidence  of  nefarious  banking 
and  mortgage  industry  practices,  and  filing  of  legislative  measures  to  protect  homeowners  and 
tenants,  there  is  still  no  immediate  protection  and  relief  for  millions  of  homeowners  whose 
struggling  to  pay  their  mortgage,  homes  are  underwater,  or  currently  facing  foreclosure;  and 

WHEREAS,  Many  of  these  foreclosures  can  be  attributed  to  predatory  banking

practices  that  disproportionately  targeted  racial  and  ethnic  minority  communities,  especially 
working-class  African-Americans  and  Latinos;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  September  2011  report  entitled  "Wall  Street  Wrecking  Ball:  What 
Foreclosures  Are  Costing  San  Francisco  Neighborhoods"  by  the  Alliance  of  Californians  for 
Community  Empowerment  ["ACCE"]  and  the  California  Reinvestment  Coalition  ["CRC"]  of  the 
ReFund  California  Coalition,  estimated  that  between  2008  and  the  end  of  2012,  over  12,410 
San  Franciscans  will  have  lost  their  homes  to  foreclosures;  and 

WHEREAS,  Over  half  of  the  foreclosures  (6,279)  occurred  in  San  Francisco's 
predominantly  African  American  and  Latino  communities  of  the  Excelsior,  Lakeview,  and 
Oceanview  in  District  11;  Bayview  and  Visitacion  Valley  in  District  10;  and  the  Mission  and 
Bernal  communities  of  District  9;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  the  third  quarter  of  2011,  the  real  estate  data  firm  Zillow  found  that  over 
18  percent  of  San  Francisco  homes  were  underwater  -with  their  homes  worth  less  than  the 
value  of  its  mortgage  -  severely  impacting  the  stability  of  the  local  economy;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Assessor-Recorder  independent 
report  entitled  "Foreclosure  in  California:  A  Crisis  of  Compliance",  ["the  Report"]  released  in 
February  2012,  provided  an  audit  of  382  foreclosures,  a  statistically  significant  sample  of 
homes  that  went  through  foreclosure  in  San  Francisco  during  the  period  of  January  2009 
through  October  2011;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Report  revealed  that  84  percent  of  the  foreclosures  sampled  had  at 
least  one  clear  violation  of  law  such  as  substitutions  executed  by  an  entity  other  than  the 
beneficiary,  false  claims  of  beneficiary  status,  and  back-dated  documents;  and 

WHEREAS,  According  to  the  Report,  mortgage  companies  perpetuate  82  percent  of 
fraudulent  practices,  including  fabricating  documents,  submitting  them  as  evidence  to 
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foreclosure  on  homeowners;  back-dating  documents,  and  robo-signing  -  using  fal<e 
signatures  to  accelerate  foreclosure  documents;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  non-judicial  foreclosure  process  in  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  has  been  compromised  by  recorded  documents  that  do  not  meet  due  process  and 
chain  of  title  standards  and  that  based  on  the  Report,  our  City  and  County  departments  have 
no  choice  but  to  rely  on  recorded  foreclosure  documents  that  are  legally  insufficient;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  CRC  survey  of  75  Housing  and  Urban  Development  certified 
housing  counselors  found  clear  evidence  of  Dual-Tracking  a  process  where  borrowers  are 
working  with  their  banks  on  a  loan  modification,  but,  at  the  same  time,  they  are  also  tracked 
for  foreclosure  and,  in  some  cases,  have  their  home  sold  out  from  under  them;  and 

WHEREAS,  A  recent  survey  of  260  consumer  attorneys  by  the  National  Association  of 
Consumer  Advocates,  the  National  Association  of  Consumer  Bankruptcy  Attorneys,  and  the 
National  Consumer  Law  Center  found  that  90%  of  respondents  report  representing  a 
homeowner  placed  in  foreclosure  while  awaiting  a  Government  Sponsored  Enterprise  (GSE) 
loan  and/or  Home  Affordable  Modification  Program  (HAMP)  loan;  and 

WHEREAS,  California  State  Attorney  General  Kamaia  Harris  has  been  a  leader  on 
holding  major  banks  accountable  for  unlawful  foreclosure  practices  and  on  February  27,  2012, 
asked  for  a  suspension  of  foreclosures  on  loans  controlled  by  Fannie  Mae  and  Freddie  Mac 
and  has  made  similar  requests  of  the  major  banks  pending  an  investigation  and  proposals  for 
principal  reduction;  now,  therefore,  be  it 

RESOLVED,  That  the  Board  of  Supervisors  urges  all  City  and  County  officials  and 
contractors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  including  but  not  limited  to,  the  offices  of 
the  Mayor,  the  Assessor-Recorder,  the  City  Attorney,  the  District  Attorney,  and  the  Sheriff,  to 
take  proactive  steps  and  measures  to  ensure  that  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
prevents  and  protects  its  resident  form  illegal  foreclosures,  auctions,  and  evictions;  and,  be  it

Resolution  supporting  Assembly  Bil  1081  (Ammiano)  the  TRUST  Act,  a  bill  that

WHEREAS,  U.S.  Immigration  and  Customs  Enforcement  (ICE)  has  developed  a 
program  that  entangles  and  burdens  local  police  with  civil  immigration  enforcement,  known 
as  "Secure  Communities"  ("S-Comm"),  which  requires  the  sharing  of  fingerprint  information 
at  the  point  of  booking  by  local  or  state  law  enforcement,  citizen  or  non-citizen,  no  matter  the 
severity,  with  the  Department  of  Homeland  Security/ICE;  and,  since  implementation  of  S- 
Comm,  about  70%  of  the  individuals  deported  as  a  result  of  the  program  have  no  criminal 
record,  or  have  been  found  to  have  committed  low  level  crimes,  some  of  those  including

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WHEREAS,  The  U.S.  Congressional  Hispanic  Caucus,  the  U.S.  Congressional 
Progressive  Caucus,  and  the  Los  Angeles  Congressional  Delegation  have  all  called  upon 
President  Barack  Obama  to  suspend  S-Comm  nationally  because  of  concerns  over  racial 
profiling  and  the  harm  caused  to  victims  of  crime  who  have  been  swept  up  into  deportation 
proceedings  by  S-Comm  after  calling  the  police  for  help;  and, 

WHEREAS,  The  Transparency  and  Responsibility  Using  State  Tools  ('TRUST")  Act 
(AB  1081-Ammiano)  is  a  pending  state  bill  that  will  rebuild  the  trust  that  S-Comm  has 
undermined  between  immigrant  communities  and  local  police  by  establishing  standards  for 
responding  to  burdensome  detainer  requests;  and

[Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  -  April  24,  2012] 


Resolution  declaring  April  24,  2012,  as  Armenian  Genocide  Commemoration  Day  in  the 
City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  people,  living  in  tlieir  3,000  year  historic  homeland  in 
eastern  Asia  Minor  and  throughout  the  Ottoman  Empire,  were  subjected  to  severe 
persecution  and  brutal  injustice  by  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  before  and  after 
the  turn  of  the  twentieth  century,  including  widespread  massacres,  usurpation  of  land  and 
property,  and  acts  of  wanton  destruction  during  the  period  from  1894  to  1896,  and  again  in 
1909;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  horrible  experience  of  the  Armenians  at  the  hands  of  the  Ottoman 
Turkish  government  culminated  in  1915  in  what  is  known  by  historians  as  the  first  genocide  of 
the  twentieth  century;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Armenian  Genocide  began  with  the  arrest,  exile,  and  murder  of 
hundreds  of  Armenian  intellectuals,  and  political,  religious,  and  business  leaders,  starting  on 
April  24,  1915;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Ottoman  authorities  planned  and  executed  the  unspeakable  atrocities 
committed  against  the  Armenian  people  from  1915  through  1923,  which  included  the  torture, 
starvation,  and  murder  of  1,500,000  Armenians,  death  marches  into  the  Syrian  desert,  the 
forced  exile  of  more  than  500,000  innocent  people,  and  the  loss  of  the  traditional  Armenian

WHEREAS,  The  United  States  National  Archives  and  Record  Administration  and  the 
official  archives  of  other  countries  hold  extensive  and  thorough  documentation  on  the 
Armenian  Genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Honorable  Henry  Morgenthau,  United  States  Ambassador  to  the 
Ottoman  Empire  from  1913  to  1916,  organized  and  led  protests  by  officials  of  many  countries, 
among  them  the  allies  of  the  Ottoman  Empire,  against  the  Armenian  Qpfrocicie;  and

WHEREAS,  Ambassador  Morgenthau  explicitly  described  to  the  United  States 
Department  of  State  the  policy  of  the  government  of  the  Ottoman  Empire  as  'a  campaign  of 
race  extermination,'  and  was  instructed  on  July  16,  1915,  by  United  States  Secretary  of  State 
Robert  Lansing  that  the  'Department  approves  your  procedure.  .  .  to  stop  Armenian

WHEREAS,  Raphael  Lemkin,  who  coined  the  term  'genocide'  in  1944,  and  who  was 
the  earliest  proponent  of  the  United  Nations  Convention  on  the  Prevention  and  Punishment  of 
Genocide,  invoked  the  Armenian  case  as  a  definitive  example  of  genocide  in  the  20*^  century;

WHEREAS,  The  International  Association  of  Genocide  Scholars  has  repeatedly 
affirmed  that  the  massacres  of  Armenians  ordered  by  the  Young  Turk  government  constitute 
genocide;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Republic  of  Turkey  unjustifiably  and  adamantly  denies  the  occurrence 
of  this  crime  against  humanity  while  actively  continuing  to  remove  traces  of  Armenian

WHEREAS,  More  youth  in  San  Francisco  are  currently  unemployed  than  have  been  in

Commission  has  previously  issued,  pursuant  to  Proposition  E  of  2002,  $2,087,940,000 
aggregate  principal  amount  of  water  revenue  bonds  and  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not 
to  exceed  $960,091 ,157  remains  authorized  by  the  Board  pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  189-09 
and  Ordinance  No.  089-10  and  unissued  by  the  Commission;  and 

WHEREAS,  at  a  duly  called  and  held  revenue  bond  election  on  November  5,  2002,  a 
majority  of  voters  voting  on  the  measure  approved  Proposition  A  ("Proposition  A  of  2002")  to 
authorize  the  Commission  to  issue  its  revenue  bonds,  including  notes,  commercial  paper  or 
other  forms  of  indebtedness,  when  authorized  by  ordinance  approved  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Board,  for  the  purpose  of,  among  other  things,  acquiring  and  constructing  improvements 
to  the  City's  water  system,  including  improvements  to  the  Commission's  Capital 
Improvement  Program  and  costs  and  expenses  incidental  thereto,  including  but  not  limited 
to  legal  fees  (the  "CIP  Projects");  and, 

WHEREAS,  on  October  4,  201 1,  the  Board  passed  its  Ordinance  No.  208-1 1 
("Ordinance  No.  208-1 1")  approving  the  issuance  and  sale  of  water  revenue  bonds  by  the 
Commission,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  in  a  total  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $17,000,000,  to  finance  the  reimbursement  of  certain  legal  settlement 
costs  related  to  various  CIP  Projects  (authorized  by  Proposition  A  of  2002)  and  other 
associated  financing  costs,  which  ordinance  became  effective  on  November  3,  201 1 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  has  previously  issued,  pursuant  to  Proposition  A  of 
2002,  $1 ,331 ,815,000  aggregate  principal  amount  of  water  revenue  bonds  and  an 
aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $296,185,000  remains  authorized  by  the  Board 
pursuant  to  Ordinance  No.  208-1 1  and  Proposition  A  of  2002  and  unissued  by  the 
Commission;  and 
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WHEREAS,  the  Commission,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  a  resolution  (12-0053)  adopted 
by  the  Commission  on  IVIarch  27,  2012  (the  "Commission  Resolution"),  has  authorized:  (A) 
the  issuance  of  its  (i)  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Water  Revenue  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $650,000,000,  for 
the  purpose  of  financing  WSIP  Projects,  funding  debt  service  reserve  and  paying  costs  of 
issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  therefor,  with  the  title  and  series  designations  to  be 
determined  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  (the  "Proposition  E  Bonds");  (ii) 
Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  Water  Revenue  Bonds 
in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $17,000,000,  for  the  purpose  of  reimbursing 
the  Commission  for  amounts  paid  in  connection  with  legal  settlement  costs  related  to 
various  CIP  Projects  (authorized  by  Proposition  A  of  2002),  funding  debt  service  reserve 
and  paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  therefor,  with  the  title  and  series 
designations  to  be  determined  by  the  General  Manager  of  the  Commission  (the  "Proposition 
A  Bonds");  and  (iii)  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
Water  Revenue  Refunding  Bonds  without  limitation  as  to  par  amount,  for  the  purpose  of 
refunding  outstanding  water  revenue  bonds  or  commercial  paper  of  the  Commission, 
funding  reserve  funds  and  paying  costs  of  issuance  and  other  incidental  costs  therefor,  with 
the  title  and  series  designations  to  be  determined  by  the  General  Manager  of  the 
Commission,  provided  that  the  applicable  requirements  of  the  policies,  procedures  and 
Charter  of  the  City  are  satisfied  (the  "Refunding  Bonds"  and  together  with  the  Proposition  A 
Bonds  and  the  Proposition  E  Bonds,  the  "Bonds");  (B)  approved  the  form  of  one  or  more 
Supplemental  Indentures  (the  "Supplemental  Indentures"),  by  and  between  the  Commission 
and  U.S.  Bank  National  Association,  as  trustee  (the  'T rustee"),  which  supplements  the 
Amended  and  Restated  Indenture  dated  as  of  August  1,  2002,  as  amended  and 
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supplemented  (collectively  with  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  the  "Indenture")  by  and 
between  the  Commission  and  the  Trustee;  and  (C)  authorized  other  related  actions  and 
matters;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Commission  Resolution,  among  other  things,  establishes  a 
maximum  rate  of  interest  for  the  Bonds  of  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum;  now,  therefore, 
be  it 

RESOLVED  by  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  as 
follows: 

Section  1 .  Recitals.  All  of  the  recitals  herein  are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  Approval  and  Authorization  of  Bonds.  The  Board  hereby  authorizes  and 
approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of  Proposition  E  Bonds  In  an  aggregate  principal 
amount  not  to  exceed  $650,000,000,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  at  a 
maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The 
Proposition  E  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  tax-exempt  bonds  or  taxable  bonds,  or  any 
combination  thereof. 

The  Board  hereby  authorizes  and  approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of 
Proposition  A  Bonds  in  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $17,000,000,  in  one  or 
more  series  and  on  one  or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed 
twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  Proposition  A  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  tax-exempt 
bonds  or  taxable  bonds,  or  any  combination  thereof. 

The  Board  further  authorizes  and  approves  the  issuance  by  the  Commission  of 
Refunding  Bonds,  without  limitation  as  to  principal  amount,  in  one  or  more  series  and  on 
one  or  more  dates,  at  a  maximum  rate  or  rates  of  interest  not  to  exceed  twelve  percent 
(12%)  per  annum,  provided  that  each  such  Refunding  Bond  issue  is  permitted  under  the 
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applicable  policies  and  procedures  of  the  City  and  authorized  by  either  (A)  Section  9.109  of 
the  Charter,  (B)  Proposition  E  of  2002  or  (C)  Proposition  A  of  2002  {including  related 
ordinances  and  resolutions  of  the  Board).  The  Refunding  Bonds  may  be  issued  as  tax- 
exempt  bonds  or  taxable  bonds,  or  any  combination  thereof.  Refunding  Bonds  authorized 
hereunder  shall  be  subject  to  the  further  following  conditions,  that :  (i)  3%  net  present  value 
savings  or  greater  is  achieved  to  ensure  ratepayer  savings;  (ii)  a  cumulative  limit  of  $500 
million  of  refunded  principal  is  not  exceeded  by  the  Commission  with  respect  to  the  Water 
Enterprise,  beginning  with  refundings  made  after  July  1,  2012;  (iii)  this  authorization  is 
subject  to  a  5-year  tenm  through  June  30,  2017,  at  which  time  this  Board  may  consider  an 
extension;  principal  payments  and  term  may  be  adjusted,  where  permitted  under  federal  and 
state  tax  law,  only  if  and  when  the  underlying  capital  asset  funded  through  said  refunded 
bonds  has  a  matching  or  greater  useful  asset  life  than  the  refunded  term;  and  (v)  the 
Commission  shall  within  30  days  of  any  refunding  executed  provide  a  savings  report  (that 
reflects  at  least  a  3%  net  present  value  savings  for  ratepayers)  to  the  Board  together  with  a 
copy  of  the  final  Official  Statement. 

The  forms  of  the  Bonds,  in  substantially  the  forms  presented  to  the  Board,  as  set 
forth  in  the  exhibits  to  the  Supplemental  Indentures,  are  hereby  approved.  The  General 
Manager  of  the  Commission  or  the  designee  of  either,  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  or  any 
deputy  thereof,  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  approve  and  to  execute  the  Bonds  by 
manual  or  facsimile  signature,  with  such  changes,  additions,  amendments  or  modifications 
therein  which  he  or  she  may  approve  with  the  advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to 
be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  3.  Affirmation  of  Existing  Bond  Covenants.  The  Board  hereby  confirms 
Section  5.01(b)  of  the  Indenture  which  sets  forth  the  disposition  of  Revenues  (as  defined  in 
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the  Indenture)  applicable  to  the  Bonds  and  covenants  with  the  holders  of  the  Bonds  that  the 
Revenues  shall  be  appropriated  and  expended  as  set  forth  in  Section  5.01(b)  of  the 
Indenture.  The  Board  also  hereby  declares  that  the  City  will  comply  with  all  of  the  terms, 
provisions  and  covenants  contained  in  the  Indenture,  as  the  same  may  be  amended  from 
time  to  time,  including  the  covenants  to  establish,  fix,  prescribe  and  collect  rates,  fees  and 
charges  sufficient  to  enable  the  Commission  to  comply  with  the  terms,  conditions  and 
covenants  of  the  Indenture. 

Section  4.  Aporoval  of  Financing  Documents.  In  accordance  with  the  grant  of 
authority  contained  in  the  Ordinances,  the  forms  of  Supplemental  Indentures,  Official 
Notices  of  Sale,  Notices  of  Intention  to  Sell  Bonds,  Bond  Purchase  Agreements,  Official 
Statements,  Escrow  Agreements  and  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificates  relating  to  the 
Bonds,  submitted  to  this  Board  and  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board,  are  hereby  approved. 
Any  of  the  Controller,  the  Treasurer,  the  City  Attorney  and  the  officers  of  the  Commission 
authorized  by  resolution  of  the  Commission,  and  their  designees,  are  hereby  authorized  to 
execute,  attest,  seal,  publish  and  deliver  (as  appropriate)  each  such  document,  with  such 
changes  thereto  as  the  officer  executing  or  publishing  the  same  shall  approve  with  the 
advice  of  the  City  Attorney,  such  approval  to  be  conclusively  evidenced  by  the  execution 
and  delivery,  or  the  publication,  as  applicable,  of  such  document. 

Section  5.  Proposition  P.  Pursuant  to  Proposition  P,  approved  by  the  voters  of  the 
City  in  November  2002,  this  resolution  and  the  Bonds  (excluding  the  Refunding  Bonds)  are 
subject  to,  and  incorporate  by  reference,  the  provisions  of  Section  5A.30  et  seq.  ("Public 
Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee")  of  Chapter  V  of  the  San  Francisco 
Administrative  Code  (the  "Proposition  P  Requirements").  Pursuant  to  the  Proposition  P 
Requirements,  to  the  extent  permitted  by  law,  one-twentieth  of  one  percent  (0.05%)  of  the 
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gross  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  (excluding  the  Refunding  Bonds)  shall  be  deposited  in  a  fund 
established  by  the  Controller's  Office  and  appropriated  by  the  Board  at  the  direction  of  the 
Public  Utilities  Revenue  Bond  Oversight  Committee  established  by  Proposition  P 
Requirements  to  cover  the  costs  of  said  committee. 

Section  6.  General  Authority.  The  Controller  of  the  City,  the  Treasurer  of  the  City, 
the  City  Attorney,  and  all  other  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives  and  agents 
of  the  City,  the  Commission,  and  all  other  appropriate  officers,  employees,  representatives 
and  agents  of  the  Commission  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  do  everything 
necessary  or  desirable  to  provide  for  the  issuance  and  sale  of  and  security  for  the  Bonds, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  approval  of  one  or  more  Preliminary  Official  Statements  and  one 
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or  more  Official  Statements  for  the  Bonds,  and  executing  and  delivering  such  other 
certificates  and  other  documents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  advisable,  Including 
without  limitation  any  custody  agreements  or  filing  agent  agreements  required  by  the 
Trustee.

issuance  of  the  Certificates.  The  Certificates  shall  be  designated  as  "City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  Certificates  of  Participation  (Port  Facilities  Project),"  with  such  other  designations, 
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including  designations  for  separate  series  and  including  the  year  of  execution  and  delivery, 
as  deemed  appropriate  by  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  of  the  City  or  her  designee 
(collectively,  the  "Director  of  Public  Finance"). 

The  Certificates  shall  evidence  an  aggregate  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  Forty 
Five  Million  Dollars  ($45,000,000),  and  shall  evidence  interest  at  true  interest  cost  of  not  to 
exceed  twelve  percent  (12%)  per  annum.  The  Certificates  shall  be  subject  to  prepayment  as 
set  forth  in  the  Project  Lease  and  Trust  Agreement.  This  Board  authorizes  the  Director  of 
Public  Finance,  to  the  extent  such  officer  deems  it  necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the 
interests  of  the  City,  to  procure  credit  enhancement  for  the  Certificates,  including,  but  not 
limited  to,  municipal  bond  Insurance  or  a  debt  service  reserve  fund  surety  bond  or  other 
reserve  fund  instrument. 

The  Board  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  to  the  extent  such  officer 
deems  it  necessary  or  advisable  and  in  the  interests  of  the  City,  to  cause  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  Certificates  (i)  with  tax-exempt  or  taxable  rates  or  (ii)  under  federal  tax  law 
provisions,  if  any,  which  provide  for  federal  grants  or  credits  to  or  for  the  benefit  of  the  City  in 
lieu  of  tax-exemption  of  interest  or  (iii)  as  "qualified  private  activity  bonds"  and  to  publish  any 
notices  and  conduct  any  public  hearings  in  connection  therewith. 

The  approval  of  the  Certificates  contained  herein  shall  also  be  approval  pursuant  to 
Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  5.  Approval  of  the  Trust  Agreement:  Authorization  of  Selection  of  Trustee. 
The  form  of  the  Trust  Agreement  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  this 
Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  of  the  City  or 
his  designee  (collectively,  the  "Mayor")  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Trust 
Agreement,  and  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on 
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the  Trust  Agreement,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may 
make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof. 

The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  select  the  Trustee  in 
accordance  with  City  policies  and  procedures,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  City's  policy  to 
provide  locally  disadvantaged  business  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
performance  of  all  City  contracts. 

Section  6.  Approval  of  the  Property  Lease.  The  form  of  the  Property  Lease  between 
the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the 
Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Property  Lease, 
and  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  to  and  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on  the  Property 
Lease,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make  or  approve 
in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof. 

Section  7.  Approval  of  the  Proiect  Lease;  Approval  of  Base  Rental.  The  form  of  the 
Project  Lease  between  the  City  and  the  Trustee,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which 
is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
Project  Lease,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  to  attest  and  to  affix  the  seal  of  the  City  on 
the  Project  Lease  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Mayor  may  make 
or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof;  provided,  however,  that  the  maximum 
Base  Rental  (as  defined  in  the  Project  Lease)  scheduled  to  be  paid  under  the  Project  Lease 
in  any  fiscal  year  shall  not  exceed  Three  Million  Five  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars 
($3,500,000)  and  the  stated  term  of  the  Project  Lease  shall  not  have  an  initial  term  that 
extends  beyond  the  35th  year  following  its  date  of  execution,  as  such  initial  term  may  be 
extended  in  accordance  with  the  Project  Lease. 

Section  8.  Approval  of  the  Sites  and  the  Leased  Property.  The  Board  hereby 
approves  of  the  leasing,  pursuant  to  the  Property  Lease  and  the  Project  Lease,  of  all  or  a 
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portion  of  the  following  Sites  and  Leased  Property:  (1)  the  Laguna  Honda  Hospital  at  375 
Laguna  Honda  Boulevard  in  the  City,  and  (ii)  the  James  R.  Herman  Cruise  Terminal  located 
at  Pier  27  in  the  City,  all  as  identified  in  the  Property  Lease  and  the  Project  Lease.  The 
Board  also  hereby  approves  the  payment  by  the  City  of  the  Base  Rental  under  the  Project 
Lease  with  respect  to  the  Leased  Property. 

Section  9.  Approval  of  Memorandum  of  Understanding.  The  form  of  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  between  the  Port  Commission  and  the  Controller  of  the  City 
or  his  designee  (the  "Controller"),  acting  through  the  City's  Director  of  Public  Finance,  as 
presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the  Memorandum  of  Understanding  with  such 
changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Controller  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance 
with  Section  18  hereof. 

Section  10.  Sale  and  Award  of  Certificates.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance,  on 
behalf  of  the  Controller,  is  hereby  authorized  to  receive  bids  for  the  purchase  of  the 
Certificates,  and  the  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  award  the  Certificates  to 
the  bidder  whose  bid  represents  the  lowest  true  interest  cost  to  the  City,  all  in  accordance 
with  the  procedures  described  in  the  Official  Notice  of  Sale  (as  defined  below). 

Section  1 1 .  Approval  of  Form  of  Official  Notice  of  Sale.  The  form  of  an  official  notice 
of  sale  relating  to  each  Series  of  the  Certificates  (an  "Official  Notice  of  Sale"),  as  presented 
to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Director  of 
Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the  distribution  of  one  or  more  Official 
Notices  of  Sale  for  the  Certificates,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the 
Director  of  Public  Finance  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  12.  Approval  of  Notice  of  Intention  to  Sell  Relating  to  the  Certificates.  The 
form  of  a  notice  of  intention  to  sell  relating  to  each  Series  of  the  Certificates  (a  "Notice  of 
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Intention  to  Sell"),  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is 
hereby  approved.  The  Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  approve  the 
publication  of  one  or  more  Notices  of  Intention  to  Sell  relating  to  the  Certificates,  with  such 
changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  may  make  or 
approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  13.  Approval  of  Purchase  Contract:  Sale  of  Certificates  by  Negotiated  Sale. 
In  the  event  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  determines  to  sell  the  Certificates  by  negotiated 
sale,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance  shall  select  one  or  more  investment  banking  firms  to  act 
as  underwriters  for  the  Certificates  in  accordance  with  City  policies  and  procedures, 
including,  but  not  limited  to,  the  City's  policy  to  provide  locally  disadvantaged  minority 
business  enterprises  and  women  enterprises  an  equal  opportunity  to  participate  in  the 
performance  of  all  City  contracts. 

The  form  of  a  purchase  contract  relating  to  the  Certificates  (a  "Purchase  Contract"), 
as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved. 
The  Controller  and  any  Deputy  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  one  or  more  the 
Purchase  Contracts  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  officer  executing 
the  same  may  make  or  approve  in  accordance  with  Section  18  hereof,  provided  that  the 
undenA/riters'  compensation  payable  thereunder  shall  not  exceed  one  percent  (1%)  of  the 
principal  amount  of  the  Certificates. 

Section  14.  Approval  of  the  Official  Statement  in  Preliminary  and  Final  Form.  The 
form  of  an  official  statement  relating  to  the  Certificates  (the  "Official  Statement"),  as 
presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The 
Director  of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  prepare  and  cause  the  preparation  of  the 
Preliminary  and  final  Official  Statements,  for  distribution  to  prospective  investors,  in 
substantially  said  form,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the  Director  of 
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Public  Finance  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney  and  the  City's 
Disclosure  Counsel,  such  that  the  Preliminary  and  final  Official  Statements  are  accurate  and 
complete  in  all  material  respects  for  the  purposes  for  which  they  are  provided.  The  Director 
of  Public  Finance  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  to  be  printed  and  mailed,  and  distributed 
electronically,  to  prospective  purchasers,  copies  of  the  Preliminary  Official  Statement  and 
the  final  Official  Statement. 

The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  the  distribution  of  the  Preliminary  Official 
Statement,  deemed  final  for  purposes  of  Rule  15c2-12  of  the  Securities  and  Exchange  Act 
of  1934,  as  amended,  and  to  sign  a  certificate  to  that  effect.  The  Controller  is  hereby  further 
authorized  to  sign  the  Official  Statement  in  final  form. 

Section  1 5.  Approval  of  the  Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate.  The  form  of  a 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate  of  the  City,  as  presented  to  this  Board,  a  copy  of  which  is 
on  file  with  the  Clerk,  is  hereby  approved.  The  Controller  is  hereby  authorized  to  execute  the 
Continuing  Disclosure  Certificate,  with  such  changes,  additions  and  modifications  as  the 
Controller  may  make  or  approve  upon  consultation  with  the  City  Attorney. 

Section  16.  Approval  of  Private  Activity  Certificates  Following  a  Public  Hearing.  This 
Board  hereby  approves  the  execution  and  delivery  of  Private  Activity  Certificates  in  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  Forty  Five  Million  Dollars  ($45,000,000).  It  is  the  purpose  and  intent 
of  this  Board  that  this  Resolution  constitute  approval  of  the  execution  and  delivery  of  the 
Private  Activity  Certificates  by  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the  governmental  unit 
having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Private  Activity  Project  is  located  for  the 
purposes  of  and  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  17.  General  Authoritv.  The  Mayor,  the  City  Attorney,  the  Controller,  the  City 
Administrator,  the  Director  of  Public  Finance,  the  Clerk  and  other  officers  of  the  City  and 
their  duly  authorized  deputies,  designees  and  agents  are  hereby  authorized  and  directed, 
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jointly  and  severally,  to  take  such  actions  and  to  execute  and  deliver  such  certificates, 
agreennents,  requests  or  other  documents  as  they  may  deem  necessary  or  desirable  to 
accomplish  the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  execution  and 
delivery  of  the  Certificates,  the  Trust  Agreement,  the  Property  Lease,  the  Project  Lease,  the 
Memorandum  of  Understanding,  to  obtain  bond  insurance  or  other  credit  enhancements 
with  respect  to  the  Certificates. 

Section  18.  Modifications.  Changes  and  Additions.  The  Mayor,  the  Controller  and  the

Section  19.  Official  Declaration  Regarding  Reimbursement.  The  City  hereby 
declares  that  it  reasonably  expects  (i)  to  pay  certain  costs  of  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of 
execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates  and  (ii)  to  use  a  portion  of  the  proceeds  of  the 
Certificates  for  reimbursement  of  expenditures  for  the  Project  that  are  paid  before  the  date 
of  execution  and  delivery  of  the  Certificates. 

Section  20.  Environmental  and  Planning  Approvals.  This  Board  confirms  that  all 
required  environmental  and  planning  approvals  for  the  Project  have  been  obtained. 
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Section  21 .  Ratification  of  Prior  Actions.  All  actions  authorized  and  approved  by  this 
Resolution  but  heretofore  taken  are  hereby  ratified,  approved  and  confirmed  by  this  Board.

[Acquisition  of  a  Temporary  Construction  License  by  Eminent  Domain  -  Central  Subway/Third 
Street  Light  Rail  Extension  -  55  Stockton  Street] 

Resolution  authorizing  the  acquisition  of  a  temporary  construction  license  at  the  real 
property  commonly  known  as  55  Stockton  Street,  San  Francisco,  California,  Assessor's 
Parcel  Block  No.  0327,  Lot  Nos.  001,  002,  003,  and  020,  by  eminent  domain  for  the 
public  purpose  of  constructing  the  Central  Subway/Third  Street  Light  Rail  Extension 
and  other  improvements;  adopting  environmental  findings  under  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  (CEQA),  CEQA  Guidelines,  and  Administrative  Code  Chapter 
31;  and  adopting  findings  of  consistency  with  the  General  Plan  and  City  Planning  Code 
Section  101.1. 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Municipal  Transportation  Agency  (SFMTA)  plans  to 
construct  a  continuation  of  the  T-Third  Light  Rail  Vehicle  line  from  the  Caltrain  Station  at 
Fourth  and  King  Streets  to  an  underground  station  in  Chinatown  and  other  improvements  (the 
"Project")  to  create  a  critical  transportation  improvement  linking  neighborhoods  in  the 
southeastern  portion  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  (the  "City")  with  the  retail  and 
employment  centers  in  the  City's  downtown  and  Chinatown  neighborhoods,  a  public  use,  and 
will  require  an  interest  in  the  real  property  described  herein  to  construct  the  Project  tunnels 
that  will  connect  the  Project's  three  subway  stations  and  provide  direct  rail  service  to  the  City's 
Financial  District  and  Chinatown  neighborhoods;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project's  primary  objectives  are  to  provide  direct  rail  service  to 

regional  destinations,  including  the  City's  Chinatown,  Union  Square,  Moscone  Convention 

Center,  Verba  Buena,  SoMa  and  AT&T  Park  neighborhoods;  connect  BART  and  Caltrain; 
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serve  a  low-auto-ownership  population  of  transit  customers;  increase  transit  use  and  reduce

The  Final  Supplemental  EIS/EIR  and  Motion  No,  17668  are  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120333,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if 
set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  August  19,  2008,  the  SFMTA's  Board  of  Directors,  by  Resolution  No. 
08-150,  approved  the  Project,  adopted  CEQA  Findings,  including  a  Statement  of  Overriding 
Considerations  and  a  Mitigation  Monitoring  and  Reporting  Program  (MMRP)  as  required  by 
CEQA.  Resolution  No.  08-150  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
120333,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 
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WHEREAS,  On  September  16,  2008,  the  City's  Board  of  Supervisors  (this  "Board") 
adopted  Motion  No.  08-145,  in  Board  File  No.  081138,  affimiing  the  City's  Planning 
Department  decision  to  certify  the  Final  Supplemental  EIS/EIR.  Motion  No.  08-145  is  on  file 
with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No.  120333,  which  is  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  part  of  this  resolution  as  if  set  forth  fully  herein;  and 

WHEREAS,  SFMTA  staff  obtained  an  appraisal  of  the  License  in  compliance  with 
California  Government  Code  Section  7267  et  seq.  and  all  related  statutory  procedures  for 
possible  acquisition  of  the  License,  submitted  an  offer  to  the  Subject  Property  owner  of  record 
to  purchase  the  License  as  required  by  California  Government  Code  Section  7267.2  on 
January  17,  2012,  and  continues  to  negotiate  the  possible  acquisition  of  the  License  with  the 
Subject  Property  owner  of  record;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  May  4,  2009,  the  City's  Planning  Department  found  the  Project  to  be 
consistent  with  the  General  Plan  and  the  Eight  Priority  Policies  of  City  Planning  Code  Section 
101.1  to  the  extent  applicable.  On  March  29,  2012,  the  Planning  Department  confirmed  the 
May  4,  2009  determination,  as  applicable  to  the  acquisition  of  the  License;  and

authorization,  issuance  and  sale  of  residential  mortgage  revenue  bonds  by  the  City  for  the 
purpose  of  providing  funds  to  encourage  the  availability  of  adequate  housing  and  home 
finance  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income,  and  to  develop  viable 
communities  by  providing  decent  housing,  enhanced  living  environments,  and  increased 
economic  opportunities  for  persons  and  families  of  low  or  moderate  income;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  addition,  pursuant  to  Division  31  of  the  Health  and  Safety  Code  of  the 
State  of  California,  and  particularly  Chapter  7  of  Part  5  thereof  (the  "State  Law"),  the  City  is 
empowered  to  issue  and  sell  bonds  for  the  purpose  of  making  mortgage  loans  or  othenwise 
providing  funds  to  finance  the  development  of  multi-family  rental  housing  including  units  for 
lower  income  households  and  very  low  income  households;  and 

WHEREAS,  Chinatown  Community  Development  Corporation,  a  California  non-profit 
public  benefit  corporation  ("CCDC"),  or  a  partnership  sponsored  by  CCDC  (in  either  case, 
the  "Developer"),  desires  to  acquire  and  rehabilitate  a  175-  unit  residential  rental  housing 
development  located  at  201  Turk  Street  currently  identified  as  Tenderloin  Family  Housing 
(the  "Project");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Developer  has  requested  that  the  City  assist  in  the  financing  of  the 
Project  through  the  issuance  of  one  or  more  series  of  tax-exempt  mortgage  revenue  bonds 
(the  "Bonds");  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  expects  that  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  will  be  used  to  pay  certain 
costs  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project  prior  to  the  date  of  issuance  of  the  Bonds;  and 
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WHEREAS,  The  City  intends  to  issue  the  Bonds  in  an  amount  not  to  exceed 
$22,000,000  and  to  loan  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  the  Developer  (the  "Loan")  to  finance 
the  costs  of  the  Project;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Board  of  Supervisors  has  determined  that  the  moneys  advanced 
and  to  be  advanced  to  pay  certain  expenditures  of  the  Project  are  or  will  be  available  only 
for  a  temporary  period  and  it  is  necessary  to  reimburse  such  expenditures  with  respect  to 
the  Project  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States  Treasury  Regulations  requires  that 
the  Board  of  Supervisors  declare  its  reasonable  official  intent  to  reimburse  prior 
expenditures  for  the  Project  with  proceeds  of  the  Bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  interest  on  the  Bonds  may  qualify  for  tax  exemption  under  Section 
103  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1986,  as  amended  (the  "Code"),  only  if  the  Bonds  are 
approved  in  accordance  with  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  now  wishes  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  in  order  to 
satisfy  the  public  approval  requirements  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Project  is  located  wholly  within  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  March  31,  2012,  the  City  caused  a  notice  stating  that  a  public 
hearing  with  respect  to  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  would  be  held  by  the  Mayor's  Office  of 
Housing  on  April  18,  2012,  to  appear  in  The  San  Francisco  Examiner,  which  is  a  newspaper 
of  general  circulation  in  the  City;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  held  the  public  hearing  described  above 
on  April  18,  2012  and  an  opportunity  was  provided  for  persons  to  comment  on  the  issuance 
of  the  Bonds  and  the  Project;  and 
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WHEREAS,  This  Board  of  Supervisors  is  the  elected  legislative  body  of  the  City  and 
is  the  applicable  elected  representative  required  to  approve  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  within 
the  meaning  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  146  of  the  Code  limits  the  amount  of  tax-exempt  private  activity 
bonds,  which  include  qualified  mortgage  bonds,  that  may  be  issued  in  any  calendar  year  by 
entities  within  a  state  and  authorizes  the  legislature  of  each  state  to  provide  the  method  of 
allocating  authority  to  issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds  within  the  respective  state; 
and 

WHEREAS,  Chapter  11 .8  of  Division  1  of  Title  2  of  the  Government  Code  of  the  State 
of  California  governs  the  allocation  in  the  State  of  California  of  the  state  ceiling  established 
by  Section  146  of  the  Code  among  governmental  units  in  the  State  having  the  authority  to 
issue  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  Section  8869.85(b)  of  the  Government  Code  requires  that  a  local  agency 
file  an  application  for  a  portion  of  the  state  ceiling  with  or  upon  the  direction  of  the  CDLAC 
prior  to  the  issuance  of  tax-exempt  private  activity  bonds,  including  qualified  mortgage 
bonds;  and 

WHEREAS,  CDLAC  procedures  require  an  applicant  for  a  porlion  of  the  state  ceiling 
to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  applicant  has  on  deposit  an  amount  equal  to  one-half  of  one 
percent  (1/2%)  of  the  amount  of  allocation  requested;  now,  therefore  be  it 

RESOLVED,  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco, 
as  follows: 

Section  1 .  The  Board  of  Supervisors  finds  and  determines  that  the  foregoing  recitals 
are  true  and  correct. 

Section  2.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  adopts  this  Resolution  for  purposes  of 
establishing  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  Section  1.150-2  of  the  United  States 
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Treasury  Regulations.  This  Resolution  does  not  bind  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  issue  the 
Bonds,  approve  the  Loan  or  to  make  any  expenditure,  incur  any  indebtedness  or  proceed 
with  the  Project. 

Section  3.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  declares  its  official  intent  under  United 
States  Treasury  Regulations  Section  1.150-2  to  use  proceeds  of  the  Bonds  to  reimburse 
expenditures  incurred  in  connection  with  the  Project.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby 
further  declares  its  intent  to  use  such  proceeds  to  reimburse  the  Developer  for  actual 
expenditures  made  by  the  Developer  on  the  Project. 

Section  4.  On  the  date  of  the  expenditure  to  be  reimbursed,  all  reimbursable  costs  of 
the  Project  will  be  of  a  type  properly  chargeable  to  a  capital  account  under  general  federal 
income  tax  principles. 

Section  5.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of  debt  expected  to  be  issued  for  the 
Project  is  $22,000,000. 

Section  6.  This  Board  of  Supervisors,  as  the  applicable  elected  representative  of  the 
governmental  unit  having  jurisdiction  over  the  area  in  which  the  Project  is  located,  hereby 
approves  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  for  purposes  of  Section  147(f)  of  the  Code. 

Section  7.  This  approval  of  the  issuance  of  the  Bonds  by  the  City  is  neither  an 
approval  of  the  underlying  credit  issues  of  the  proposed  Project  nor  an  approval  of  the 
financial  structure  of  the  Bonds. 

Section  8.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  hereby  authorizes  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 
Office  of  Housing  (the  "Director"),  on  behalf  of  the  City,  to  submit  an  application  (the 
"Application"),  and  such  other  documents  as  may  be  required,  to  CDLAC  pursuant  to 
Government  Code  Section  8869.85  for  an  allocation  for  the  Project  of  a  portion  of  the  state 
ceiling  for  private  activity  bonds  in  a  principal  amount  not  to  exceed  $22,000,000. 
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Section  9.  An  amount  not  to  exceed  $100,000  ("Deposit")  is  hereby  authorized  to  be 
held  on  deposit  in  connection  with  the  Application  and  the  applicable  CDLAC  procedures, 
and  the  Director  is  authorized  to  certify  to  CDLAC  that  such  funds  are  available;  which 
Deposit  shall  consist  of  a  restriction  on  cash  in  the  Hotel  Tax  Fund  established  pursuant  to 
Section  515.01  of  Article  7  of  the  San  Francisco  Business  and  Tax  Regulations  Code  {the 
"Hotel  Tax  Fund"). 

Section  10.  If  the  City  receives  a  CDLAC  allocation  and  the  applicable  issuance 
requirements  are  not  met,  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Housing  is  hereby  authorized  to  cause  an 
amount  not  to  exceed  the  Deposit  to  be  paid  to  the  State  of  California  from  the  Hotel  Tax 
Fund,  if  required  by  CDLAC. 

Section  1 1 .  The  officers  and  employees  of  the  City  and  the  Director  are  hereby 
authorized  and  directed,  jointly  and  severally,  to  do  any  and  all  things  necessary  or 
advisable  to  consummate  the  receipt  of  an  allocation  from  CDLAC  and  otherwise  effectuate 
the  purposes  of  this  Resolution,  and  all  actions  previously  taken  by  such  officers  and 
employees  with  respect  to  the  Project,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  submission  of  the 
application  to  CDLAC,  are  hereby  ratified  and  approved. 

Section  12.  This  Resolution  shall  take  effect  from  and  after  its  adoption  by  the  Board 
and  approval  by  the  Mayor.

WHEREAS,  After  a  competitive  process,  the  San  Francisco  Foundation  has 
selected  the  Department  of  the  Environment  for  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
(SF  Environment)  to  improve  indoor  air  quality  by  reducing  pests  and  the  use  of  toxic 
pesticide  in  public  housing  sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  selected  project,  the  San  Francisco  Healthy  Homes  Project, 
focuses  on  public  housing  sites  in  the  Bayview  Hunters  Point  community  and 
surrounding  Southeast  area,  which  has  a  high  prevalence  of  asthma  relative  to  the 
country  and  San  Francisco's  average;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  project  focuses  specifically  on  the  Alice  Griffith  and  Sunnydale 
Public  Housing  Development  sites;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  San  Francisco  Healthy  Homes  Project  has  directly  observed 
the  relationship  between  substandard  housing  conditions,  the  use  of  toxic  cleaning  and

WHEREAS,  The  Channel  Pump  Station  and  an  existing  66-inch  Channel  Force  Main 
are  currently  the  only  conveyance  infrastructure  available  to  transport  wastewater  from  the 
northeast  portion  of  the  City  to  the  Southeast  Wastewater  Pollution  Control  Plant  (SEP)  for 
treatment;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Channel  Force  Main  is  seismically  vulnerable  and  has  failed  three 
times  since  its  construction  in  1981,  including  during  the  1989Loma  Prieta  Earthquake;  and, 

WHEREAS,  Future  potential  failure  of  this  force  main  would  be  catastrophic  and 
detrimental  to  the  City's  daily  ability  to  reliably  collect  and  treat  wastewater/stormwater  from 
the  bayside  system;  and

and  wet-  weather  flows  to  the  SEP  for  treatment;  and

Resolution  urging  the  Planning  Commission  to  initiate  and  consider  amendments  to 
Policy  1.2  and  Map  1  of  the  Chinatown  Area  Plan  of  the  San  Francisco  General  Plan  as 
part  of  the  Chinese  Hospital  Replacement  Project  (835  and  845  Jackson  Street, 
Assessor's  Block  No.  0192,  Lot  No.  041). 


WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Hospital  has  provided  healthcare  to  residents  of  Chinatown 
and  San  Francisco  since  1899,  first  as  the  Tung  Wah  Dispensary  and  then  in  1925  as  the 
Chinese  Hospital.  The  Chinese  Hospital  is  a  community-owned  nonprofit  organization,  and  is 
the  only  independent  community  hospital  in  San  Francisco.  The  Chinese  Hospital  is  governed 
by  a  community  based  board  of  trustees  who  represent  Chinese  family  associations  and 
benevolent  organizations  of  Chinatown;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Hospital  serves  as  a  center  for  healthcare,  healthcare 
education  and  wellness  services  for  local  residents  and  the  Chinese  community  in  the  Bay 
Area.  More  than  90%  of  the  Chinese  Hospital's  patients  are  residents  of  San  Francisco  and 
almost  40%  are  from  the  Chinatown,  North  Beach  and  surrounding  residential  neighborhoods. 
Approximately  90%  of  the  Chinese  Hospital's  patients  speak  Chinese  as  their  primary 
language;  and 

WHEREAS,  In  2009  and  2010,  the  Chinese  Hospital  had  approximately  4,000 
emergency  visits  to  its  urgent  care  center,  provided  healthcare  services  to  almost  2,000  acute 
care  patients,  and  performed  4,500  outpatient  surgeries.  More  than  90%  of  its  acute  care 
patients  were  60  years  or  older  and  about  90%  were  Medicare  and  Medi-Cal  patients;  and 

WHEREAS,  To  provide  for  the  future  healthcare  needs  of  Chinatown  and  the  local 
community,  and  to  comply  with  the  seismic  retrofit  requirements  for  all  acute  care  hospitals 
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imposed  by  the  Office  of  the  Statewide  Health  Planning  and  Development  ("OSHPD"),  the 
Chinese  Hospital  proposes  to  replace  the  building  at  835  Jackson  Street  and  the  related 
parking  structure  with  a  new  eight-story  hospital  and  convert  the  existing  hospital  at  845 
Jackson  Street  to  a  medical  administrative  office  use  building  with  outpatient  clinic  services 
("Proposed  Project").  The  Proposed  Project  would  not  displace  any  residential  uses  or 
demolish  any  residential  buildings  as  it  would  be  developed  on  its  existing  parcels;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Proposed  Project  would  be  well  suited  for  modern  healthcare 
practices  and  procedures  that  require  more  spacious  facilities  for  new  medical  equipment 
leading  to  improved  healthcare  quality  and  safety  for  patients,  and  a  safe  and  accessible  work 
environment  for  hospital  staff.  In  particular,  the  Proposed  Project  would  permit  the  hospital  to 
replace  its  two,  three  and  four-bed  patient  rooms  with  single  patient  rooms  and  utilize  modern 
medical  equipment.  In  addition,  the  Proposed  Project  would  provide  a  new  22-bed  skilled 
nursing  facility  to  improve  the  transition  of  patients  from  the  acute  care  setting  while  they 
recover  from  inpatient  procedures.  By  providing  these  essential  healthcare  services  to  the 
Chinatown  area  and  the  community  residents,  the  Proposed  Project  would  promote  the 
preservation  the  Chinatown  community,  and  thereby  conserve  and  protect  the  existing  cultural 
and  economic  diversity  of  the  Chinatown  neighborhood;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Chinese  Hospital  and  its  agents  (Project  Sponsor)  has  applied  to  the 
City  for  environmental  review  of  the  Proposed  Project.  A  Draft  Environmental  Impact  Report 
(Draft  EIR)  was  published  on  April  16,  2012,  the  Planning  Commission  will  hold  a  public 
hearing  and  receive  public  comment  on  the  Draft  EIR  on  May  17,  2012,  and  the  Planning 
Department  will  accept  written  public  comment  on  the  Draft  EIR  from  April  16,  2012  through 
May  31,  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  Planning  Department  will  prepare  a  Responses  to  Comments 
document,  responding  to  any  comments  received  on  the  Draft  EIR  during  the  public  comment 
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period,  and  the  Planning  Commission  will  hold  a  public  hearing  to  consider  certification  of  the 
Final  EIR;  and 

WHEREAS,  The  new  development  would  be  inconsistent  with  the  design  guidelines  set 
forth  in  the  Chinatown  Area  Plan  of  the  General  Plan,  and  such  General  Plan  would  not  permit 
the  requisite  height  and  design  of  the  proposed  development.

WHEREAS,  Harvey  Milk  was  the  first  elected  openly  gay  public  official  in  San 
Francisco,  elected  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  1977,  and  serving  as  the  Supervisor  of 
District  5  (Castro-Haight)  until  his  death  in  1978;  and

WHEREAS,  The  City  prepared  one  Final  Environmental  Impact  Report  ("Final  EIR")  for 
two  projects,  tlie  34th  America's  Cup  Project  ("America's  Cup")  and  the  James  R.  Herman 
Cruise  Terminal  and  Northeast  Wharf  Project  ("Cruise  Tenriinal").  The  Planning  Commission 
certified  the  Final  EIR  on  December  15,  2011  by  its  Motion  No.  18514.  The  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Supervisors  upheld  the  certification  on  January  24,  2012  by  its  Motion  Ml  2-01 1 ;  and 

WHEREAS,  On  February  23,  2012,  Petitioner  commenced  a  citizen  suit  challenging 
the  City's  and  Port's  approval  of  the  Cruise  Terminal,  entitled  Waterfront  Watch  v.  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco,  etal.,  San  Francisco  Superior  Court,  Case  No.  CPF-12511968. 
Petitioner  alleges  that  the  City's  approval  of  the  Cruise  Terminal  violates  the  California 
Environmental  Quality  Act  ("CEQA")  (Pub.  Resources  Code,  §  21000  et  seq.);  and 

WHEREAS,  The  City  and  the  Port  approved  the  America's  Cup  on  January  24,  2012 
and  April  24,  2012,  respectively.  The  City  filed  a  Notice  of  Detennination  for  the  Race  Events 
on  April  25,  2012.  Therefore,  the  limitations  period  for  any  action  to  be  filed  pursuant  to  Public 
Resources  Code  §  21 167  expires  on  May  25,  2012;  and 

WHEREAS,  Prior  to  commencement  of  the  February  23,  2012  action,  Petitioner  and 
the  City  had  commenced  self-initiated  mediation  efforts  in  an  attempt  to  reach  mutually 
agreeable  terms  that  would  prevent  the  need  for  filing  suit.

WHEREAS,  Despite  Petitioner  and  the  City's  ongoing  efforts,  it  now  appears  that  the

WHEREAS,  Petitioner  has  expressed  an  intent  to  file  a  lawsuit  challenging  the  City's 
approval  of  the  America's  Cup  on  the  grounds  that  the  approval  violates  CEQA.  The  City 
disagrees  with  the  assertion  that  its  approval  of  the  Project  violates  CEQA  or  any  other  law;

maintain  an  outdoor  play  area  accessible  to  a  child  care  facility  within  the  new  building  at  525 
Golden  Gate  Avenue;  and,  be  it  .
